Bob  Morgan  -  44  Years  a  Forester 

J^.  eviewing  Bob  Morgan’s  career  reads  like  an  exciting  novel.  At  17,  in  1939,  when  he 
graduated  from  High  School,  he  signed  up  for  a  special  Forest  Service  program  to  train 
people  for  working  in  the  woods  and  firefighting.  From  this  beginning,  and  throughout  his 
career,  an  inbred  love  of  the  forest  guided  his  life.  Morgan  was  not  adverse  to  conflict.  It 
seemed  to  be  everywhere  he  went,  and  he  had  a  way  of  dealing  with  it  very  well.  One  of 
the  controversies  Morgan  helped  solve  was  that  of  timber  harvest  vs.  wilderness  in  the  Big 
Lincoln  Backcountry  (now  the  Scapegoat  Wilderness).  As  Supervisor  of  the  Helena  NF, 
he  stood  strong  against  agency  opinion,  in  support  of  public  sentiment,  and  held  off  road 
building  in  the  area  until  passage  of  the  Scapegoat  Wilderness  Act  of  1972.  He  met  another 
controversy  when  he  became  Supervisor  of  the  Bitterroot  NF  -  resolving  conflicts  between 
commodity  groups  and  conservation  groups  who  objected  to  terracing  and  clear-cutting 
practices  on  the  Forest. 

“He  had  a  special  way  of  being  able  to  sit  down  and  visit  with  folks  and  bring  a  sense 
of  consensus  on  what  should  happen,”  said  Regional  Forester  John  Mumma.  “He  was  an 
inspiration  to  all  of  us.” 

“He  listened  to  people  and  tried  to  work  out  agreements  and  solutions  with  them,”  said 
Arnold  Bolle,  dean  emeritus  of  the  University  of  Montana  School  of  Forestry.  “He  had  a 
deep  concern  for  the  forest  and  its  proper  management  and  getting  people  to  work  together 
on  it.” 

Bob  Morgan  died  October  15  after  a  serious  illness,  just  one  day  after  his  retirement,  clocking  in  44  years  with  the  Forest  Service. 
He  was  66. 

In  recent  months  Bob  had  been  working  on  a  facinating  history  of  his  early  days  with  the  Forest  Service.  He  describes  working  summers 
during  college  years  at  the  old  CCC  camp  near  Ninemile  Remount  Station  (west  of  Missoula),  where  he  was  on  a  fire  fighting  crew,  and 
at  Priest  Lake  District  on  the  Kaniksu  NF,  where  he  was  first  a  lookout,  then  a  one-man  trail  crew  keeping  company  with  a  pair  of  bears. 

After  three  years  in  the  Army  Air  Corps,  he  returned  to  college  at  the  University  of  Montana,  and  summers  at  Camp  Menard  at 
Ninemile,  this  time  as  a  smokejumper.  This  excerpt  from  Morgan’s  journal  samples  his  adventures  there.

"My  chute  opened  inside  out,  and  the  wind  caught  me  immedi¬ 
ately,  and  I  sailed  helplessly  down  the  South  Fork  of  Big  Creek  like 
the  tail  on  a  kite.  Some  things  you  notice  at  a  time  like  that.  The 
vegetative  cover  of  the  entire  South  Fork  drainage  is  98%  solid 
granite.  Some  way  or  other  I  managed  to  stay  in  the  canyon  and  away 
from  the  cliffs  and finally  landed  down  through  a  little  bunch  of  spruce 
trees  in  the  bottom— f ailing  backward  over  a  blowdown  stump-shot 
and  knocking  myself  out.  I  don  t  know  for  how  long,  but  long  enough 
for  Earl  Cooley  to  also  have  dropped  my  partner....’’ 

After  earning  a  B.A.  in  forestry,  Morgan  worked  on  the  Kaniksu  NF,  then  was 
Assistant  Ranger,  both  at  Sullivan  Lake  District,  Colville  NF,  and  Bonners  Ferry 
District,  Kaniksu  NF.  He  served  as  Ranger  on  the  Calder  and  Palouse  Districts, 
St.  Joe  NF,  and  was  Assistant  Supervisor  on  the  Flathead  NF.  In  1960  he 
moved  to  the  Intermountain  Region  as  head  of  Employee  Development  and 
Safety.  He  was  Supervisor  of  the  Helena  NF  from  1961  until  1974,  when  he 
became  Supervisor  of  the  Bitterroot  NF. 

Morgan  received  a  number  of  awards  including  the  Environmental  Aware¬ 
ness  and  Achievement  Award  from  the  Rocky  Mountain  Center  on  Environment, 
Denver;  a  Superior  Service  Award  from  the  USDA;  and  a  Special  Achievement 
Award  from  the  Forest  Service.  In  1982  Morgan  was  named  a  fellow  in  the  Society 
of  American  Foresters  in  recognition  of  his  more  than  30  years  of  service  in  the 
professional  society  -  an  honor  granted  to  less  than  5  percent  of  the  membership. 

Those  who  knew  Bob  Morgan,  respected  him  as  one  who  would  listen  well 
and  work  cooperatively  with  others.  As  one  of  his  employees  said,  “You  didn’t 
work  for  Bob  Morgan,  you  worked  with  him.”

interpretive  site  is  in  the  making  at  Sam  Owen  Campground  on  Sand- 
point  Ranger  District.  A  unique  bathhouse/commissary,  built  there  in  thel940’s, 
is  still  in  use  today.  The  history  of  this  structure,  built  by  the  Civilian  Conservation 
Corps,  the  Emergency  Relief  Administration,  and  the  Forest  Service,  will  be 
displayed,  as  well  as  some  interesting  history  of  the  area. 


Sam  Owen  Campground  lies  on  the  edge  of  beau¬ 
tiful  Lake  Pend  Oreille  near  Hope,  Idaho.  A  sandy 
beach  and  boat  launch  contribute  to  the  site’s  popular¬ 
ity;  about  30,000  people  visit  this  campground  each 
year.  The  addition  of  an  historical  interpretation  area 
will  complement  the  facility  well.  A  dedication  cere¬ 
mony  is  planned  for  next  spring. 

Much  of  the  historical  information  has  already 
been  gathered,  thanks  to  the  work  of  Chuck  Peterson, 
former  engineering  technician  on  the  Sandpoint  Dis¬ 
trict  (Peterson  died  last  June).  However  help  is  needed 
from  any  readers  who  know  details  about  the  CCC  or 
ERA  folks  who  worked  on  the  building  in  194 1-42.  If 
you  have  any  information  or  photographs,  please  call 
archeologist  Cort  Sims  (208)  765-7306  or  drop  a  line 
to  him  on  the  Idaho  Panhandle  NFs.

Forest  Hosts  Ecopac/Ecodata  Workshop

ECODATA:  Better  resource  information  for  better  management 


R  ecently,  the  Nez  Perce  NF  hosted  a  workshop  to  introduce 
forest  resource  managers  to  Ecodata  and  Ecopac.  These  are  part  of 
a  unique  Region  One  program  to  systematically  gather,  analyze,  and 
display  resource  information.  This  program  is  the  work  of  Wendel 
Hann,  regional  ecologist,  Mark  Jensen,  quantitive  ecologist,  and 
Bob  Keane,  contract  ecologist. 

Workshop  participants  learned  how  Ecodata  sampling  meth¬ 
ods  could  be  linked  to  stand  exams  or  other  resource  assessments  to 
provide  data  critical  to  multi-resource  planning.  This  is  information 
that  can  be  gathered  efficiently,  shared  among  users,  and  withstand 
scientific  scrutiny.  It  can  be  linked  to  existing  data  bases  and 
geographic  information  systems,  and  can  be  used  to  calibrate  pre¬ 
diction  models. 

Data  gathered  is  entered  into  a  Data  General  data  base  using  the 
Ecopac  data  entry  packages  available  from  the  R-l  library.  Ecopac 
offers  several  analytical  programs.  REPORT  presents  the  data  in 


tabular  format  that’s  easy  to  read.  STRATA  examines  data  for 
differences  between  any  group  of  plots  specified,  and  summarizes 
the  data.  FORAGE  displays  forage  values  for  livestock  and  wildlife. 
FORSUM  predicts  changes  in  plant  cover  over  time  since  distur¬ 
bance.  FUEL  helps  the  user  construct  a  fuel  model  using  site  and 
vegetation,  or  fuel  transect  data.  HIDE2  determines  hiding  cover. 
SCORE  scores  plots  based  on  their  similarity  to  an  undisturbed 
stand. 

Workshop  participants  learned  how  information  can  be  used  for 
area  analysis  or  development  of  environmental  assessments  to 
compare  resource  values  for  different  management  alternatives  or 
different  sites.  Forest  managers  can  use  Ecodata  not  only  to  better 
describe  the  desired  future  condition  of  our  National  Forests,  but  to 
point  the  way  to  management  practices  that  will  best  reach  and 
maintain  that  condition.

A  hanks  to  volunteers,  five  more  miles  of 
the  Lewis  and  Clark  National  Historic  Trail  are 
now  open  and  available  for  public  use.  The 
Orofino  Boy  Scouts,  the  North  Idaho 
Children’s  Home  of  Lewiston,  Idaho,  and  the 
Kamiah  Youth  Conservation  Corps,  have  each 
adopted  sections  of  the  trail  to  maintain.  Re¬ 
cently  14  boys,  ages  11- 13,  continued  an  almost 
decade-old  tradition  of  volunteer  trail  work  on 
a  2-mile  portion  of  trail  near  Lolo  Creek  Camp¬ 
ground.  Earlier  in  the  summer,  six  boys,  ages 
14-17,  were  the  first  to  volunteer  from  the  North 
Idaho  Children’s  Home  since  adopting  two 
miles  of  trail  last  spring.  The  boys  cleared  a 
one-mile  stretch  of  trail  that  had  not  been  cleared 
in  over  20  years. 

As  for  the  volunteers,  the  effort  was  more  than  one  of  trail  main¬ 
tenance — it  included  an  effort  to  understand  the  history  of  the  area. 
The  group’s  campsite  at  Lolo  Creek  Campground  was  near  the 
Lewis  and  Clark  Grove  campsite  utilized  by  Captain  Clark  Septem¬ 
ber  19,  1805,  on  his  journey  west.  It  was  the  perfect  setting  for  a 


presentation  by  the  Forest  ’  s  Duane  Annis,  North 
Fork  Ranger  District,  on  the  hardships  experi¬ 
enced  by  the  expedition  and  the  expedition's 
importance. 

In  another  volunteer  project,  95  people, 
some  from  as  far  away  as  Florida,  gathered  at 
the  Cayuse  Airfield  on  North  Fork  Ranger 
District,  in  July ,  to  help  clear  trails,  install  water 
drains  in  trails,  clear  scenic  overlooks  and  in¬ 
stall  hitch  rails  for  horses.  They  also  picked  up 
trash,  repainted  signs,  cleared  brush  from  an 
historic  grave,  and  placed  a  visitors  register  on 
top  of  7930-foot  Rhodes  Peak. 

The  effort  was  part  of  the  Forest’s  1988 
“Take  Pride  in  america”  program — a  national 
public  awareness  campaign  to  encourage  ev¬ 
eryone  to  take  pride  in  the  Nation’s  natural  and  cultural  resources. 

Volunteers  were  treated  to  a  dinner  and  breakfast  from  a  field 
kitchen,  and  an  evening  campfire  program  on  the  colorful  history  of 
the  Cayuse  area,  presented  by  Forest  archeologist  Karl  Roenke.

Lisa.  Their  son,  Andrew,  had  been  hospitilized  since  he  was  bom 
last  March  with  Severe  Combined  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome 
(SCIDS).  In  May,  when  Andrew  had  to  be  flown  to  Sloan-Ketter- 
ing  Memorial  Hospital  in  New  York  City  for  special  treatment  and 
analysis,  Jim  stayed  behind  in  Seeley  Lake  where  he  is  a  Forestry 
Technician  in  charge  of  the  recreation,  campground,  and  back- 
country  program.  In  mid-July  when  Andrew’s  condition  became 
critical,  Jim  flew  to  New  York  to  join  his  family. 

Through  a  major  effort  of  helping  hearts  and  hands,  a  benefit 
auction,  food  sale,  children’s  carnival  and  dance  was  held  in  early 
September  raising  $15,000  to  help  cover  the  monumental  medical 
expenses.  Help  came  from  all  over  the  State.  And  help  came  from 
employees  all  over  the  Region  in  a  way  made  possible  by  the  newly 
established  Leave  Transfer  Program.  An  astounding  amount  of 
annual  leave  has  been  transferred  to  Jim,  allowing  him  to  be  with  his 
family  during  their  crisis.  All  those  who  have  contributed  from  near 
and  far  are  thanked  whole-heartedly.

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Horses,  Mules,  and  Packers  In  Today's  Forest  Service 


M  ules  and  horses  still  prove  themselves  a  very  important  part  of  daily  business  in  the  Forest  Service-packing  tools  and  supplies 
to  crews  building  trails  and  bridges,  and  to  crews  on  wildfires.  Packers  and  mules  were  especially  busy  this  year,  with  the  summer's  fires 
and  with  extra  trail  work.  They  also  earned  recognition  participating  in  an  occasional  parade.

Horse  Safety  Session 


Training  began  early  last  spring  at  Ninemile  Ranger  Station  for  mules 
and  packers  alike. 

It  wasn’t  an  ordinary  school.  Class  was  held  in  the  blacksmith  shop; 
chairs  were  bales  of  hay.  The  students,  preparing  for  jobs  as  packers  or  trail 
crew  members,  came  from  various  parts  of  Montana,  California,  Washing¬ 
ton  and  Oregon.  Instructor  Smoke  Elser,  well-known  for  his  expertise  with 
mules  and  packing,  travels  all  over  the  country  teaching  it. 

They  started  by  learning  the 
anatomy  of  a  mule  and  animal 
first  aid.  They  learned  how  to 
treat  cuts  and  scrapes  on  the 
trail,  how  to  clean  bugs  and 
beetles  out  of  nostrils  and  ears 
and  how  to  care  for  hooves. 
They  learned  about  the  Decker 
pack  saddle,  how  to  tie  a  horse, 
make  a  basket  hitch,  basket 
barrel,  and  diamond  hitch,  and 
what  kind  of  equipment  to  take 
on  a  pack  trip. 

They  practiced  wrapping 
cargo  in  canvas  (called  a  manty), 
learned  how  to  catch  a  horse 
and  halter  it,  how  to  brush  it,  and  where  to  stand  when  working  on  an  animal- 
-the  “safety  zone.”  Safety  was  emphasized  frequently.  They  practiced 
putting  a  saddle  on,  adjusting  it  to  fit  the  animal,  and  then  loaded  the  cargo 
packs.  The  final  exam  was  a  pack  trip  in  the  woods,  testing  the  skills  they’d 
learned  during  the  week. 

“Keep  talking  to  the  mule  and  touch  him  so  he  knows  where  you  are,” 
said  Smoke.  “Always  work  in  the  safety  zone.”  Dean  Solheim,  packer,  trail 
crew  boss,  and  manager  of  the  remount  facilities  at  Ninemile,  assisted  with 
the  training.

Condon  Work  Center  Reflects  Care  and  Pride

T  he  wide  expanse  of  grass  at  the  Flathead  NF’s  Condon  Work  Center  is  neatly  mowed— fences,  signs  and  buildings  in  good  repair  and 
painted — new  display  boards  dot  the  facility — quite  an  accomplishment  in  times  of  shrinking  budgets  and  limited  personnel. 


Adequate  maintenance  at  this  busy  work  center  on  the 
Swan  Lake  Ranger  District  evolved  through  the  ingenuity 
and  determination  of  Fire  Management  Officer  Doug 
Russell,  who  supervises  the  facility.  Russell  took  advan¬ 
tage  of  several  programs  financed  by  State  and  Federal 
grants.  Last  December  he  hired  Edna  Kesterson  and 
Harold  Kehr  who  provide  general  maintenance  under  the 
Senior  Workers  Program.  Their  accomplishments  include 
spreading  over  18  gallons  of  paint  on  Bunkhouse  “B”  and 
the  warehouse,  sign  painting,  general  clean-up  of  the 
grounds  and  buildings,  and  tool  maintenance. 

Other  key  employees  were  Mike  Field,  a  volunteer 
who  supervised  the  Summer  Youth  Employment  Program 
(SYEP),  and  Shawnee  Jo  Pringle,  an  SYEP  crew  member. 

Russell  developed  an  impressive  list  of  projects  for  his 

crews,  including  building  a  storage  building  at  Holland  Lake 
Campground,  re-seeding  and  maintaining  “hard-use”  areas  at  the 
campground,  and  reconstructing  the  fence  around  the  work  center 
and  the  airport. 

To  accomplish  these  projects,  Russell  utilized  funding  from 
several  State  and  Federal  programs:  the  Older  Workers  Program;

Elk  City  Ranger  District,  Nez  Perce  NF,  received  special  recognition 
from  the  American  Fisheries  Society  (AFS)  for  their  Crooked  River  Fish 
Habitat  Improvement  Project.  The  project,  submitted  to  AFS  in  response  to 
their  challenge  to  demonstrate  excellence  in  riparian  habitat  management, 
involved  completely  rebuilding  a  drainage,  riparian  area  and  fish  habitat 
damaged  from  dredge  mining  in  the  1930’s  and  40’ s.

New  Phone  Rules 

Phone  calls  home  are  now  allowed  when  in  overnight  travel  status,  or 
from  the  office,  even  though  a  toll  call.  Calls  made  during  travel  should  be 
made  at  temporary  duty  site  if  possible  (see  your  personnel  office  for 
exceptions),  and  should  be  brief  (no  longer  than  10  minutes  and  no  more 
than  an  average  of  one  per  day).  Employees  may  also  use  government 
phones  at  their  official  station  for  brief  calls  home,  or  to  physicians,  schools, 
day  care  centers,  or  local  government  agencies,  or  to  notify  family  of  an 
injury  or  unanticipated  overtime  work,  even  if  a  toll  is  charged.

K  lk  City  Ranger 
District  and  the  Cotton¬ 
wood  Resource  Area, 

Bureau  of  Land  Manage¬ 
ment,  together  spon¬ 
sored  a  resource  manage¬ 
ment  field  trip  in  Au¬ 
gust.  Outfitters,  recrea¬ 
tionists,  miners,  and  tim¬ 
ber  industry  representa¬ 
tives  joined  agency  per¬ 
sonnel  in  the  tour. 

A  major  objective 
was  to  examine  the  rela¬ 
tionships  between  land 
managers  (agency  and  private),  and  to  emphasize  the  importance 
and  advantages  of  joint  management  and  good  communication  be¬ 
tween  the  different  groups.  The  integrated  approach  to  resource 
management  was  discussed  at  various  stops  on  the  tour,  such  as 
cultural  resource  sites,  timber  sales,  dispersed  recreational  areas,  an 
active  mining  operation,  a  watershed  rehabilitation  project,  and 
fish  and  wildlife  projects. 


Ideas  were  willingly 
shared  during  the  tour. 
One  important  result  was 
that  participants  ex¬ 
pressed  their  care  and  in¬ 
volvement  with  the  land 
based  on  their  family’s 
roots;  recognition  was 
given  to  the  mutual  inter¬ 
est  of  all  partners  in  tak¬ 
ing  care  of  the  land.  In¬ 
sight  and  understanding 
was  expanded  concern¬ 
ing  the  different  values, 
experiences,  and  percep¬ 
tions  of  individuals  attending.  The  trip  helped  create  trust  and 
credibility  among  the  participants. 

This  first  cooperative  field  trip  spurred  a  commitment  by  the 
two  agencies  to  increase  the  level  of  community  involvement  in 
their  activities  and  programs  and  to  provide  more  opportunities  for 
interaction  and  information  exchange.  Local  residents  are  being 
contacted  to  find  out  what  their  interests  are  so  that  future  trips  can 
be  more  responsive.
